National Defense.

Imperial Tokio headquarters asserted Wednesday that 


Japanese troops "entered the city area of Singapore" at 8 a. 
m. local time even as reports reaching London said the Singa- 
pore defenders were staging a desperate 11th hour rally.

extends at least four or five miles from the heart of the is- 
land metropolis. 


A German broadcast said the invaders had penetrated 


the west part of the city, while waves of low-flying Japanese 
planes blasted the downtown district.

WASHINGTON—(K>)—Movement 
of 


enemy troops indicate an early re- 
sumption of an attack in force against 
Gen. Douglas MacArehur's forces in 
the Philippines, the War Department 
reported Wednesday, the fighting on 
Batan peninsula and enemy air ac- 
tivity have lessened. 


There have been intermittent in- 


terchanges of artillery fire between 
the U. S. island fortifications at the 
entrance of Manila bay and Japanese 
batteries on the Cavite shore of the 
bay, the department said. 


The war communique said that six 


of seven enemy planes reported shot 
down Tuesday were destroyed by

vince in one of the most spectacular 
air battles in the Philippine cam- 
paign. One American plane was re- 
ported missing.

Shopping Hints 
1. Use food "in season," when the 


price is lowest. 


2. When fresh vegetables are high 


in price, buy canned vegetables, par- 
ticularly tomatoes. 


3. Cheese may replace some of the 


milk or meat. One ounce of Canad- 
ian cheese may be used in place of 
a glass of milk. Evaporated milk may 
be used in place of fresh whole milk. 


4. In buying cheaper cuts of meat, 


select those with little bone'or waste. 


5. Foods in bulk usually are cheap- 


er than those in packages. 


G. If possible, buy foods in quan- 


tities to get price reductions. 


7. Learn the meaning of "govern- 


ment grades" for food. 


Cooking Hints 
1. Use little water for cooking, 


except for strongly flavored vege- 
tables. 


2. Save cooking water from vege- 


tables, or liquid from tinned vege- 
tables, and use in soups. 


3. Cook vegetables with skins on, 


if possible. Otherwise, scrape or pare 
thinly. 


4. Don't overcook vegetables. Such 


vegetables as green cabage and spin- 
ach need only 8 to 10 minutes cook- 
ing. Red cabbage, potatoes and root 
vegetables need 20 to 40 minutes. 


5. Don't overcook meat. Never use 


a very hot oven.

say G. O. P. Or, if you're not com- 
ing this way, you can become the 
oracle of any 
business conference, 


the philosopher on any cracker bar- 
rel, the real stimulant of any cock- 
tail party—more brilliant, even, than 
the fellow who reads those books for 
15 minutes a day, the guy who poses 
for the advertising illustrations on 
"How to be a Success," the gal whom 
people laughed at when she sat down 
at the piano. 


See How easy it is: 
Topic No. 1—How to win the war: 
"We simply must get thc country's 


spending capacity up to five billion 
a month. In December 1941 we were 
spending only one point eight bil- 
lion. We'll'get up to four billion by 
the end of this year, but by '43 we've 
got to reach five billion a month. 
That's only sixty billion a year, and 
that will be only half the national 
income." 


Keep repeating these figures. Never 


mind about tanks or airplanes or sold- 
iers or battleships. 


Topic No. 2—Conversiaon of industry 


to all-out production: 


"The trouble is now that there is 


too much concentration of contracts. 
Why, do you know that fifty-six corp- 
orations hold seventy-four per cent 
of the war orders and six companies 
hold thirty-one point three per cent? 
There are ne hundred and eighty- 
five thousand manufacturers in the 
U. S., and they must all be put on 
war orders." 


These figures are rather out of date, 


but no one will dispute you. Use 
tenths of a percentage wherever pos- 
sible. That aids in giving the -im- 
pression you have your figures down 
to the last decimal. Don't say, "Thirty 
one and three-tenths per cent." That's 
old-fashioned. Say, "Thirty-one point 
three." It's smarter. 


Topic No. 3—The Labor Situation: 
"The country's non-agricultural em- 


ployment is over forty-one million 
now, with the unemployment at three 
point eight million. It will probably 
show up at four point three million 
for January by the BLS index, and 
may rise to five point five million in 


June—an increase of Oho point five 
million at the most. By the end of 
'42, however, conversion will begin to 
be felt and unemployment will start 
declining. By '44 we'll have full em- 
ployment with p non-agricultural la- 
bor foi'ce of say fifty-three point three 
million." 


If that doesn't spellbind your au- 


dience, add this: 


"And don't forget the role women 


will play in this! Remember there 
were thirteen million women 
over 


fourteen years of age gainfully em- 
ployed in 1939, out of a totla of 
fifty million females in the country. 
That thirteen can go to twenty-five 
without any trouble at all." 


The strike situation is never, never 


mentioned in polite society, so lay off 
.yourself. If the talk docs get around 
to-this-nasty subject, switch it quick- 
ly to John Lewis and give your vers- 
ion of what he meant by his C. I. O.- 
A. F. of L. peace proposal. Say what- 
ever comes to your head. Nobody 
knows any more about John's motives 
than you do.' Just be firm and as- 
sured in yur manner and tone of 
voice. If possible, make three points. 


Topic No. 4-^Finance. Beginners are 


advised to tr ythis in front of a mir- 
ror, at first, until the technique is 
perfected: 


"The budget for fiscal '43, is fifty: 


nine billion, of which fifty-lwo'billion 
is for notional defense. About forty 
per cent or twenty-four billion must 
come from taxes, and sixty per cent 
or thirty-five billion from borrow- 
ing. The national debt was forty bil- 
lioh when the War began, is now at 
fifty-seven and it can go to one hun- 
dred and ten, but what's one hundred 
and ten! That's, only, what the na- 
tional income should be!" 


Only boors, by the way, mention 


the national debt. 


General hints: 
Mention all government officials by 


their first names, to prove your'fam- 
iliarity. Say, "Don" for Donald M. 
Nelson, and "Leon" for Leon Hender- 
son, "Nels" is Nelson Rockefeller, and 
not Donald M. Nelson. 


Sprinkle your arguments with in- 


itials of government 
agencies—BLS 


for Bureau of Labor Statistics, WPB 
for War Production Board, EWB for 
Economic War Board, and so on.
